stockholders of the defunct First 
National bank at the court house 
last night.

Cully was chosen 
chairman and Robert Ramsey, sec 
retary-

adopted, and Col. J. M. Araes, of 
Otterv ille; George J. 
Dodd, 
as­ 
sistant claim agent for the Missouri 
Pacific, and George Withers, of this 
city , were appointed a committee 
to lay the same before the incoming 
congress.

Eckles receiv er of said, bank in 
May , 18 9 4, and has for nearly three 
years been its receiv er, absorbing 
from its assets a large salary, and 
on 
his 
recominendatioD, 
an 
at­ 
torney, at a large salary, and one 
E. A. Phillips, son-in-law of Cyras 
Newkirk, 
president of the bank, 
have 
been 
employed, 
and 
one 
Harmon Scott, a cierk or book 
keeper under Thompson, has, since 
the close of the bank, been serv ing 
as stenugrapher, or clerk, to the re­ 
ceiver at an ex cessiv e salary; and, 
WhereaSy 
Said W. A. Latimer 
still appears to be acting as L^nited 
States bank ex aminer, while hold­ 
ing this lucrativ e position as re- 
cei\er; and, 
Whereas, 
No div idend has yet 
been paid to the depositors out of 
the assets, nor has anyone connect- 
, ed with said bank at time of its 
failure been tried for crime; but, 
on the contrary, its president,Cyrus 
Newkirk, has beep permitted to go

to and remain in California; there­ 
fore, be it 
Resolv ed, By the depositors of 
said bank, in order to rescue and 
save what J. C. Thompson could 
not take, and what gov ernment of­ 
ficials hav e not,yet absorbed as sal­ 
aries from its assets, we hereby call 
UDoir the incoming congress for a 
thorough, proir^t and complete in- 
v e s t ^ t i on of Coraptrolier Eckles’ 
^and Receiv er Latimer’s connection 
with the failare^to properly ex amine 
said bank, and their management of 
its aflaii^ since the bank was closed.

A TERRIBLE AFFLICTION. 


Miss Lucy Marshall Has Had Hiccoughs 
for Two Mouths. 


Miss Lucy Marshall, of Centra- 
lia, has had hiccoughs since Christ­ 
mas day, has been unable thus far 
to obtain relief and continues tc 
hiccough ev ery day. 
A notice of her ailment appeared 
in the St. Louis Republic about ten

On the ev ening of December 11 
last, Mrs. Birdsong was murdered 
at her home near California.

Robbery

in California, was arrested.

grand jury 
indicted Vaughn for 
murder in the first degree. 
The ev idence was circumstantial, 
the leading feature of which was a 
shoe track. 
The courthouse was 
crowded the entire week and some 
sev enty fiv e witnesses were ex am­ 
ined.

The CR;>e* of the defunct First Na­ 
tional bank fmnirhes a glaring in­ 
stance of the immunity from pun­ 
ishment that is sometimes enjoy ed 
by those who violate laws. 
The failure to have the bank ex­ 
amined at the time that other Se- 
dalia institutions were investigated 
may have been the cause of the es­ 
cape of the cashier. 
H ad the examiner 
been per­ 
mitted to do his duty he would 
probably have discovered facts that 
womld have warranted a close watch 
upon the officials, and there would 
have been no opportunity for es 
cape to Mexico. 
Subsequent proceedings have re* 
suited in the punishment of those 
whose only ‘^crime*’ was a too im­ 
plicit trust in the officers of the 
bank. The directors, who were also 
heavy losers by the failure, have 
been compelled to pay large sums 
pf moa^y into the defunct institu­ 
tion; the shareholders, who looked 
to the government to examine the 
bank and hold its officers to a strict 
compliance with the law, have lost 
not only their original investment 
but have been compelled to pay a 
75 per cent assessment besides. 
The 
depositors Tiave received 
nothing so far; but after waiting 
nearly three y ears are promised a 
ten per cent, dividend in the near 
future and others later. 
The D em ocrat can see no excuse 
for the action of the comptroller in 
eiccuiting the bank from exammation 
a few weeks before its failure. 
The 
examiner was here, ready to do 
his duty ; the casnier pleaded against 
having the bank examined, and the 
department ordered the examiner 
to pass on and exempt this bank 
from the scrutiny so much dreaded 
by the management. 
It would seem that the very fact 
that the cashier objected to an ex­ 
amination should have been a no­ 
tice to the department that some­ 
thing was wrong. 
. But from first to last it seems 
that the culpable have escaped and 
the innocent have suffered. 
There is a lesson in it ail for fu­ 
ture comptrollers, and that lesson 
teaches that when those who are 
charged with the performance of a 
duty neglect to do it, the innocent 
suffer and the guilty escape.
